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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 , 3-8. 1 1-21 , 23-36. 38, and 40-45 are allowed. Applicant has amended 
the independent claims to include the mole ratio of isocyanate to amine in a range of 
about 0.97 to about 1.03, and wherein the polydiorganosiloxane polyurea copolymer is 
a reaction product of a polydiorganosiloxane polyamine with a polyisocyanate. The 
cited prior art Sherman et al. disclose a very similar polydiorganosiloxane polyurea 
copolymer, but do not teach or disclose the instantly claimed ratio of polyamine to 
polyisocyanate. nor a polyisocyanate. Sherman et al. disclose, in Examples 1-30 and 
32-42, a reaction product of a polyamine and a polyisocyanate and monoisocyanate. 
Example 31 is the only example that discloses the reaction product of a polyamine and 
a polyisocyanate, but the mole ratio of isocyanate to amine in this example is 1 .33 to 1 . 
Applicant cited WO 96/34029, assigned to applicant, discloses a polydiorganosiloxane 
polyurea copolymer with a mole ratio of isocyanate to amine of between 0.9-0.95 to 1 , 
and between 1 .0 to about 1 .3 to 1 , which is outside the range claimed by applicant, and 
does not teach or disclose a silicone tackifier and plasticizer to produce favorable 
results.
